DESCRIPTION 

The invention claimed relates to a digital content distribution system, in which the digital content could be anything 
including video or audio content. The invention provides a method of masking portions of the digital content (i.e. 
frames or bit of audio). The mask changes the content itself. The invention is different than what is available today 
because the method allows masks to be applied at different points in the transmission path as well masking all or 
portions of the digital content. The invention also distributes content after mask applied. The invention also discusses 
trusted and non-trusted source. In addition the invention allows users with authorization to view original content by 
unmasking masked content. 

DISAGREED 

The reference Wool ('948) the main reference used is different than the invention because the mask in Wool used is 
used to obscure entire programs to prevent individuals from receiving cable programs whereas the invention is used to 
mask portions of the digital content and these masks can be used at any point in the transmission. 
The reference Aras {'588) does not mention masking. 

In both Aras and Wool everything done at the broadcaster and decrypted at receiver the invention allows this masking 
to occur at any point in transmission of the digital content as well as to any portion of the digital content. 
The references used in office action are vague and there are deficiencies on how references applied. 

Examiner advised attorney that could not provide any direction at this time needed a written response to Office Action. 
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
